NEED OF MORAL ELEMENT 


IN POLITICS 


And now comes Mrs. Clarence H. 
Mackay, a New York society leader, 
and in an address to the woman suff­ 
ragists, strongly hints that the gov­ 
ernment heretofore carried on by the 
lords of creation has not been such a 
howling success after all. 
She argues 
that the influence of woman is need­ 
ed to instill into it that moral element 
which has generally been so conspicu­ 
ous by its absence.

the 
record shows man-made 
government 
to consist of little else than accounts 
of wholesale murders carried 
under 
the patronage of government, through 
the agency of what are called “ bat­ 
tles.” between organized 
bodies 
of 
men, trained and drilled to the art of 
killing their fellow men. And of the 
thousands of these battles recorded, 
only fifteen can be found that had any 
decided effect upon the history of the 
world. 
It goes without saying, there­ 
fore, that millions of men have been 
killed out of wanton foolishness 
or 
sheer incompetency of man’s govern­ 
ment. And the worst of it is that the 
wrong ones get killed. 
If the men 
who do the governing would always 
supply the corpses the world could 
stand it very well. 
But the governed 
are the people who get knocked on 
the head, and the fellow who shows 
the greatest skill in the business fills 
the highest place in the history of 
government by men. 
In fact one of the 
ancient 
stock 
“ arguments” against woman suffrage 
was that women are not suited 
for 
soldiers, and as a general rule it may 
he admitted that such is the case. 
If 
the enemy should dare to come 
to 
close quarters no one could tell what 
might happen; but for her to stand off 
and shoot would he more dangerous 
to friend than foe. 
Rut we think the 
soldier argument is pretty far-fetched. 
A man of sixty is not suited for a sol­ 
dier and therefore should be disfran­ 
chised, not to say ostracized. 
But in the nineteenth century 
was 
witnessed a supposedly great advance 
in government. 
Kings were sent to 
the rear and parliaments ook a hand. 
This brought in the era of the poli­ 
tician. 
They pushed the good work 
along by suppressing freebooting and 
piracy on the high seas, with the re­ 
sult that the latter gentry went, into 
politics themselves, and the last state 
of the body politic was worse than the 
first. 
And here we are badly in need of 
help from some one. 
Come on ladles 
with that moral element or anything 
else you may have handy. 
We know 
you could make matters no worse if 
you should try.

A talk of more than ordinary in­ 
terest and practical value was given 
by Rev. C. P. Dorland of Long Beach, 
before the Talk-It-Over Club at the 
First Congregational church last eve­ 
ning, on the Emmanuel 
Movement. 
Dr. Dorland has gone deeply into the 
subject and believes 
profoundly 
in 
the wonderful possibilities for good 
in the rational development of psych­ 
o th e r a p y . The speaker began by de­ 
scribing briefly the conditions 
and 
circumstances which led Dr. Worces­ 
ter of the Emmanuel church of Bos­ 
ton, to begin relief work among the 
poor and sick in the tenement 
dis­ 
tricts of Boston, first in the way of 
a tuberculosis and 
hygiene 
class, 
later as a class for the treatment of i 
nervous diseases, and finally in the : 
more developed form of clinic 
and 1 
health class as now conducted.

aided greatly the speaker's clear ex­ 
position of

principles

movement.

In this connection the speak­ 
er explained the operation 
of 
the 
subconscious self and its relation to 
the objective self, using the illustra­ 
tion of the prism which separates a 
ray of light into three great divis­ 
ions or groups of elements. 
So the 
mind is made up of the supraliminal, 
the part above the threshold, the spir­ 
itual and aspirational; the objective 
or conscious part, which gathers in 
experience from the 
outside 
world 
through the five physical senses and 
reasons inductively; and thirdly, th e, 
subconscious 
or 
subjective 
mind, 
which lies below the 
threshold 
of 
consciousness and bbndly obeys sag 
gestions given it by the objective or 
conscious 
mind. 
This 
subjective 
mind has control of all 
the 
bodily 
functions and carries them on inde- 
pendemly of our volitions. 
The mind 
under certain conditions of 
disease 
may become split off or broken up in­ 
to separate streams of consciousness, 
giv ng rise to the phenomena of mul­ 
tiple or 
secondary 
personality, 
of 
which the speaker gave a number of 
interesting examples. 


An important truth is that health 
is not feeling. 
When the stomach or 
other bodily organ is healthy we do 
not feel its operation. 
When one has 
feeling something is 
going 
wrong. 
And the same is 
true 
of 
religion. 
Health is a condition of state and not 
feeling. 
Life manifests itself not in 
feeling but in

Suggestion is the most marvelous 
conception of this generation and we 
are just beginning to appreciate and 
understand its wonderful power and 
possibilities in the restoration of nor­ 
mal conditions of body,

objective mind as absolute truth and 
acts ujon it. 
Fear causes the arter­ 
ies to contract, paralyzes the nerves, 
renders the muscles inactive.

Some j 
thoughts are more forcetul than oth- | 
ers. 
Intellectual, emotional and spir­ 
itual ideas might be rated in the fol­ 
lowing order, 5, 10, 100 in their in­ 
fluence upon the subconscious.
